Methodist Episcopal church on the 
night of All-Hallowe'en, as the guests 
of the Epworth League gathered to 
celebrate the twentieth anniversary 
of the organization of this society, and 
an atmosphere of good cheer surround- 
ed the people, who made merry during 
the evening. It was a night of more 
than usual significance, as a program 
had been carefully prepared, and good 
things to eat were laid on the banquet 
table. 


There were shocks of corn standing 


in the corners, from which issued the 
call of fortune-tellers, and mystery 
was blended with the signs of plenty 
and prosperity. Everywhere, jack-o" 
lanterns were hung, each showing the 
Individual art of the maker, and on 
the banquet table, pumpkins with ser- 
rated tops were filled with apples and 
other eatables.

for, 
a society of young people con- 


nected with the Methodist church. 


Toastmaster Dr. C. F. Fingerle, pres- 


ident of the society, opened the pro- 
gram with a few well-chosen remarks, 
and the invocation was asked by Rev. 
Bede A. Johnson. Dr. Fingerle's re- 
marks on "Our Anniversary" were es- 
pecially apt and to the point, pointing 
out the work which had been accom- 
plished and the possibilities of the 
future. A violip solb was very credit- 
ably rendered by C. C. Chew. The ad- 
dress, "Guides and Guards to Char- 
acter Building," by Rev. Mr. Johnson, 
was an earnest appeal to the young 
people to keep their standards of 
Christian work at the highest point of 
efficiency, and the pastor showed how 
possible it is to carry on the Christian 
work with splendid results for Chris- 
tianity by an individual effort on the 
part of the young members. 


A vocal solo was pleasingly render- 


ed by Mrs..C. F. Fingerle, and another 
number, a reading by Mrs. J. D. Reed, 
was much enjoyed. The talk on "Our 
League—Its Past," by E. P. Warner, 
let in quite a little light on the work 
done in the olden days, and showed 
that the society has been very active 
and responsible for much of the pro- 
gress of the Methodist church. A pi- 
ano solo was rendered by Mrs. R. 
Chew. Miss A. Sommers spoke on 
"Our League-Its Present and Future," 
and the speaker struck a very opti- 
mistic note in her prophecy of the 
work yet to be accomplished. A little 
talk on "Our Motto—Look Up and Lift 
Up," was given by R. Chew, Jr., and 
was the address which closed the pro- 
gram. 


The evening was made thoroughly 


enjoyable, both spiritually and from 
the standpoint of entertainment, and 
the keynote of the affair was the ring 
of hope for the future that was a part 
of every utterance. 


Club Speaker 5ays Bible 


Is Masterly Literature 


Mrs. 
Garrett Newkirk, prominent 


clubwoman of Pasadena, and member 
of the Shakespeare club, surprised her 
listeners delightfully on Monday after- 
noon at the meeting of the local wo- 
man's club by delivering an address 
on "The Bible as Literature," a beau- 
tiful appreciation of the poetry, the 
passion, and the emotions of the old 
sacred writers. Herself a deeply re- 
ligious student of the bible, she ex- 
plained that it had. been hard to de- 
tach the sacred significance from the 
work in order to study it simply and 
critically, as one would a master poet. 
The religious atmosphere could not 
be wholly banished, even by one who, 
for the/ time being, would wish to 
study it from the secular standpoint, 
she said.

But she did succeed in bringing out 


the dramatic points with a newer and 
more inspiring note than is generally 
attributed to them. The emotions of 
grief, 
joyousness, 
heroic 
fortitude, 


gladness, complacency, calm and rage 
—all were read by the speaker with 
understanding and feeling. She spoke 
of the first chapter of Genesis as be- 
ing a story containing one of the most 
tremendous plots that has ever appear- 
ed in literature—that of God's crea- 
tion of the world and man. In her re- 
view of the famous women of the bi- 
ble, she touched upon the tender, won- 
derfully poetic story of the parting of 
Orpah and Naomi, and the decision of 
Ruth to stay with her mother-in-law. 


"And they lifted up their voice, 


And wept again; 


And Orpah kissed her mother-in-law, 


But Ruth clave to her. 


And she (Naomi) said—'Behold, 


Thy sister hath gone back unto her 


people, 


And unto her gods. 


Return thou, after thy sister.' 


And Ruth said: 


'Entreat me not to leave thee, 


Or to return from following after 


thee: 


For whither thou goest, I will go, 


And where thou lodgest, I will 


lodge.' " 


The speaker touched upon thev hu- 


morous sayings of Isaiah, filled with 
the wise sarcasm of a gentle nature, 
and of the underlying sneer that crept 
into the injunctions of Elijah, when 
he said to the followers of Baal—"Call 
him louder, call him louder, for per- 
chance he sleepeth; peradventure he 
hath gone on a long journey." 


Between the two sections of the 


bible—the old and the new testament 
—Mrs. Newkirk rested, while Mr. Alec 
Anderson interpreted a suggestion of 
minors on the piano. Mr. Anderson 
entered into the spirit of the occa- 
sion, and prepared the audience, as 
was intended, for the story of tragedy 
to come. 


Looking upon the story of Christ's 


life as written in the new testament, 
in the light of a great work of litera- 
ture, Mrs. Newkirk said that no au- 
thor had ever been equal to the writ- 
ing of a tragedy so enthralling, so fill- 
ed with the strength of human emo- 
tions. She recited Home of the famil- 
iar places concerning the life of Christ, 
including the wonderful story of the 
shepherds in the* field, stating that this 
story of the babe -in the manger was 
the quintessence of art in portraying 
the story of mother love. 


Two musical numbers were render- 


ed, of a nature fitting in with the 
splendid lecture. 
Mr. H. N. Wells 


sang a number from Judas Macca- 
baeus, "The Lord Worketh Wonders," 
and responded to an encore with a se- 
lection from the "Messiah." Henry L. 
Marshall sang two songs by Topliff, 
"Ruth and Naomi," and "Consider the 
Lilies." 
Mr. Alec Anderson accom- 


panied at piano. 


After the address, the ladies were 


served at the tea table. Mrs. J. L. 
Matthews was hostess for the after- 
noon, assisted by a corps of ladies. 
The program was presided over by 
Mrs. 
J. J. Morgan, president of the 


Monday Afternoon Club, whom, it is 
said, is preparing some equally inter- 
esting afternoons for the winter pro- 
gram.
